USED CONTAINERS SURVEYED 


During June, 115 inspections of plants using second- 
hand containers were made by the Bureau of Food and 


‘Drugs. The following industries were covered: pickle 


products, restaurant supplies, mayonnaise, catsup, 
jams, jellies, fruit juices, carbonated beverages, wines, 
sauces, syrups, flavors, and extracts. A marked im- 
provement is noted in the cleanliness of containers 


used in the restaurant supply trade. 


EGG PRODUCTS INSPECTED 


Regular inspections of egg breaking plants were 
conducted during the month by the Bureau of Food 
and Drugs. Shipments of out-of-state eggs were 
checked and representative samples examined. All 
lots of frozen eggs in cold storage, not previously ex- 
amined, were drilled to determine the condition of the
